THE BRIEF 

A student can not well take an effective and helpful part in a debate 
unless he knows how to "brief his debate. A brief is an outline guide. 
Have you ever put together a picture puzzle, or a dissected map? You start 
with a box full of pieces mixed together in confusion. There is plenty of 
material; so much, in fact, that it is confusing. The great problem is where 
and how to begin? Now, if before you there is a picture or outline showing, 
if it is a map, the boundaries of each state and other helpful detail, this helps 
you to bring order out of chaos. This outline helps you solve your puzzle. 
A brief is to a student constructing an argument, what an outline or picture 
is to a child solving a puzzle. With a good brief worked out before him 
a debater sees his whole question in its broad aspects. He understands the 
relation of his part to the part the other speakers are to present. lle is able 
to develop his argument step by step and draw his conclusions in a logical 
way. ‘There is no ONE correct method of drawing a brief. There are said 
to be twelve rules in accordance with which a good brief is built up. I do 
not propose to give here any of these rules, or a complete brief. This be- 
longs properly to your English course when уоп study "Exposition and Ar- 
gument." It would take too much space here. 

I purpose to give below an illustration of how one of the propositions 
debated in Lyceum last year was briefed for debate. [Every brief should be 
divided into the three parts shown below: Introduction, Proof, and Con- 
clusion. The-debate was on the question of annexing Mexico to the United - 


States. 
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AFFIRMATIVE. 
I.—The Introduction. 
1. The Proposition, 
Resolved, That the annexation of Mexico to the United States 
would be for the best interests of both countries. 
2. Explanation. Meaning of “annexation” and of “interests.” 
3. Issues: 
The affirmative will prove its case by establishing the following 
issues: 
. a. Mexico is geographically a natural part of the United States. 
b. Mexico is commercially a part of the United States. 
c. Americans have large investments in Mexico. Annexation 
would protect and encourage such investments. 
d. Mexico's great need is stable government. Annexation would 


give her stable government to the mutual benefit of 
both countries. 


e. Annexation to the United States is historically inevitable.

Ithaca cancelled her game with us for Oct. 10th, so Mr. Tanis secured 
Jackson for that date. 

After a hard week’s work ending with a fast signal drill, the team seemed 
to be in perfect condition for one of their hardest games of the season. The 
team left Saturday morning at 6:42 on the Michigan Central, arriving in 


the Prison city at 10:20. The Coach ordered the fellows to get as much rest

Jackson's heavy backs again gained through the line but when Saginaw 
held on their 25-yard line a successful place kick made Jackson's score at 
9-0 at the end of the first half. 

Saginaw started the second half as though they were playing the first 
quarter and rushed the ball through to Jackson's 30-yard line. Time was 
called for the third quarter and five minutes passed before the rain slackened 
enough to allow the players to even see the goal posts. Saginaw kept up the 
good work in the fourth quarter and in about seven minutes sent the ball 
over. Saginaw failed at goal. Jackson received the kick-off and fumbled. 
Saginaw recovered on Jackson's 40-yard line and when the final whistle blew 
the ball was inside their 30-yard line, with Saginaw perfectly fresh as com- 
pared to Jackson's battered bunch, who had had time called repeatedly in the 
last minutes of play.
